The News Told Mil People. 


The new;) of the verdict fell with crush- 


ing weight upon O'Neil's family. The 
old mother's heart seemed broken and 
her expressions of anguish were heart- 
rending. 
Thick-falling tears told the 


sorrow In the sisters' and brothers' and 
lather's heart. The expressions of sym- 
pathy heard for them in Greenfield and 
Shelburne Falls today are many and sin- 
cere. 


The most dignified proceeding that has 


occurred in court since the beginning of 
this important trial, about the only act 
that carried with it the solemnity that 
should be present on such a momentous 
occasion, 
was the 
venerable justice 


solemnly directing and instructing the 
jury. The charge was beautiful in lan- 
guage and clear in thought. It could at 
no point be easily construed as favor- 
able to 
< ither government or prisoner 


at the bar. It was a most impartial 
charge and where it touched upon the 
evidence presented, the utmost care was 
taken not to phrase the reference so as to 
be prejudicial to either sido. 


When the role of the Jury was called, 


the chief justice spoke as follows: "John 
O'Neil: You have been fully heard by 
counsel, but in accordance with the usage 
in this commonwealth you are now af- 
forded opportunity to address the jury in 
person, if you desire to do so." O'Neil re- 
plied: "I don't care to say anything." 


The most striking points of yesterday's 


arguments are given below: 


Mr. Pai-UliuiM'* Arsiiuicut. 


Lawyer Parkhurst began his able argu- 


ment for the defense a few minutes before 
12 o'clock, and in main part said: 


"The evidence in this case ia all in and I 
feel as you must feel, a relief that so much 
has been accomplished. When this case 
began the defense were not satislied that 
either a murder or an outrage had been 
committed, and consequently considerable 
time was spent in the cross examination 
of the government's medical experts. But 
as the case proceeded, it began to be very 
plain to vi, as it muat bo to everybody, 
that a horrible murder and brutal out- 
rage had been perpetrated, that Mrs. Mc- 
Cloud wa-i the victim of man's greed and 
passion. And so the drfenso makes no 
contention upon the question of the mur- 
of Mrs. McCloud. It i dmits it. But that 
having been admitted, t.ue sole question 
is, not "Who did it?" but "hit the pris- 
oner at the bar—does the evidence, do 
the circumstances, taken all together, sat- 
isfy you that he did it?" I trust you 
will pardon me if I consider the claim of 
the government upon this evidence. Tak- 
ing the government's case itself, without 
any defense being made whatever, it is in- 
sufficient to warrant a verdict of murder 
in the first degree. 


Tlie Alibi Argument. 


Now we find that O'Neil lived here on 
Green street. 
The body was found up 
here on tho Crlttenden road, a little more 
than a quarter of a mile from the O'Neil 
house. The government has not shown 
John O'Neil to be nearer the scene of the 
tragedy than hia own house. What wit- 
ness has been introduced to show him up- 
on the (,'rittenden road or any farther 
toward the Crittenden road than hia own 


next day, and now imigines 
looked at her sharply. Now, seiitlemen, 
if I estimate rightly tho claim 'hat wul lie 
made by tbe government, you v .1! b» 
asked, on the testimony of Anna Morse, 
to find as a fact iu the case that the njan 
that Anrwv Morse saw on Ashiield ftr«et 
was the prisoner in the dock. It it w 
the prisoner, it is the strongest piece of j 
evidei 02 that the government has intio- 
duced into this case, and yet it would not 
be conclusive nor free from that reasona- 
ble doubt that you will have to exercise 
later on. 


From tbe spot where the body was 


found it is Utot a short distance compara- 
tively into tlie village by the "Back road," 
so that if you find that O'Neil was on that 
road it will be a strong circumstance. Let 
us see if you can find that to be a fact. 
Miss Anna Morse did not see tho mau'd 
face; did not see whether he had on a hat 
or a cap; he did not speak; she did cot 
tpeak. All she saw was that he was a 
man and that he had on a long ulster and 
it was turned up about his neck, and she 
im isjhicd aMer the murder that John 
O'Neil looked at her sharply and she im- 
&'.i led that in this court-room. But you 
are not dealing with imagination when a 
man's life is at stake; you are dealing 
with the hard, cold facts that make and 
establish the issue. Gentlemen, would 
you like to have your livas hang upon the 
thread of Anna Morse's statement? Would 
you like to have somebody claim that you 
ortnyone of you were on that Ashfield 
road on the testimony of Anna Morse.who 
could only testify that she saw a man be- 
hind her with a ione coat abaat his heels. 
John O'Neil is not the only man that 
wears an ulster coat in th*; winter that 
comes down toward his feet, nor the only 
man well built, six feet high, who wears 
an ulster. From the tact of his long crat 
and his height can you Bay it was him? 
It is a fine luoory to say that it was O'Neil 
and that he came up Ashfield street and 
the state road and was found at the Wood- 
ward house, but it is not based on a fact 
that is proved. Your promise must be 
right or your conclusion cannot be." 
O'Neil Could Not Have Done it ill Hie 


Time lie Was Absent. 


Mr. Parkhurst made what was perhaps 


the strongest part of hia argument in an 
attempt to ahow that by the government's 
own testimony John O'Neil could not 
have had time to commit the murder be- 
tween the time of leaving his home that 
Friday night and when he was again seen 
down iu the village. Mr. Parkhurst said: 


"Now,gentlemen,at great pains and that 
there may be no mistake I have tabulated 
from the evidence in this case the different 
times when and the pcreons by whom and 
the places whore Mrs. McCloud wss seeu 
on that Friday night. Miss Carrie Win- 
terhalder saw her in the afternoon, An- 
drew Amstein saw her at 5.30, Mrs. An- 
drews saw her late in the afternoon, Miss 
Minnie Schmidt saw her at 5.46, Fred W. 
Amstein at 5.59, Earl Duncan at C.05, 
Frank Tatreau at 6.45, E. Scontagsaw 
her at 7 and Lewis Meyers at about the 
same time, Mra. Uewsmp at 6.43. These 
are her whereabouts. That is all the in- 
formation we have of her whereabouts i n 
Friday evening. Now then upon this evi- 
dence, when did Mrs. McCloud probabl

OToimell's Sliclit Kviilciiec. 


Mr. Parkhurst showed that the prose- 


cution put in the testimony of O'Connell, 
thia man whom they kept in jail here 
all this time, which was merely to the ef- 
fect that O'Neil had madoa lascivious 
statement, but there is nothing to con- 
nect it with this case, or to show that it 
was made with any purpose in particular. 
He adopted the same tactics with tbe tes- 
timony of Ileathcote, who said that O'Neil 
had remarked while Mrs. McCloud was 
passing: "I'm.going up tbe hill with her 
some night." Furthermore, he held that 
it was at least doubtful who was meant. 
It might have been one of tbo numerous 
factory girls who were passing. 


Mrs. Mr€loud's Money, 


He then took up at great length the 


crucial v°i°^ of the money, attempting *K 
the first place to show that there was no 
proof that Mrs. McCloud had the sum of 
money about her which the government 
claimed. She cashed a check Thursday 
and made several purchases, and the roll 
of bills was seen by several persons, but 
there is a lack of evidence as to her hav- 
ing it Friday. Furthermore, she bought 
things and had them charged, which 
would rather argue in the other direction- 
No one oan be found who saw her on Fri- 
day with more than six cents in her pos- 
session. The burden of proof is upon the 
government to show that she had that 
money Friday night. 


Tlie Two JHobos. 


A short recess was taken at this point, 


When the court reconvened the counsel 
spent a few minutes discussing the two 
strangers in short overcoats who were 
seeu following a large woman up Crit- 
tenden'a road that night and against 
whom the evidence, he said, pointed as 
strongly as O'Neil. That it was an im- 
portant point, he said, might be. seen 
when the attorney-general found it neces- 
sary to place upon the witness stand three 
or four little girls to testify that they had 
been skating near Crittenden road and did 
not see the men. But these little girlo 
were skating and not watching tho road.

You have noticed 
that so f.ir as the government's evidence 
goes, O'Neil stnrts to go home a little 
after 6 o'clock Fridi y night from Ward's 
corner, and does not appear in bis accus- 
tomed haun's until aoont 7.40 that night, 
Tn" tirst witness who sees O' Neil after 0.15 
is Mr. Kendrick. He meets O'Neil on the 
bridge, and Mr. Kendrick says that after 
talking with O'Neil aud tcoing down on 
Bridge street and delivering a couple of 
cans of milk and visiting the postoffice, 
and getting ready to go home, he nuds it 
was 7 48. If yuu deduct cbe time that, be 
spent in talking with O'Neil and the going 
down Bridge street, leaving his cans of 
milk, going to the postoffice, etc., you are 
going to find on the claim of the fco/ern- 
ment itself that it, was about 7.30 that 
O'Neil was there on that bridge. 
Now then, if this is so, see where this 
leads us. If John O'Neil committed this 
crime, he must have committed it after 7 
o'clock. Is it possible that O'Neil could 
get to that spot before 7. If that is so, 
and if she was murdered by John O'Neil, 
he had to do it between 7 and 7.30, To 
take the money, arrange her body, leave 
everythin? as delicately arranged as the 
ladv herself would and get back down 
in o Shelburne Falls and to the bridge 
wituin half an hour on the claim of the 
government itself. 


After dwelling further on the improba- 


bility of acconplishing the murder ia so 
short a time, the counsel reviewed the 
testimony of those who met O'Neil after 
the time when the murder was commit- 
ted, to prove that he showed no traces of 
having committed the crime. At this 
point the court adjourned until after din- 
ner, and when Mr. Parkhurst renewed his 
argument he gave a brief resume and then 
took up the testimony of Woodward, 
Woods, Morrisey an« the two Hsllers, 
who saw O'Neil in the evening. O'Neil 
began a drunken orgy on the morning of 
Friday and did not st<^> until 2 the next 
morning, when he staggered home and 


don't, say thnt John O'Neil robbed his 
sister Nel'ie, I leave it to you to say 
which is the most prob^bl^that he wou'o 
murder a woman for J15 or take it out of 
his sister's purse. It may he saidtliat this 
testimony comes from the family and is 
to be taken with great caution. But wo 
are all one family; the home and the mem- 
bers who compose it mnke this common- 
wealth and this country, and no evidence 
from an honest and hard-working home is 
to be discredited because it comes from 
that source. What are the fact*,? Nellie 
O'Neil, who like John has gone out to 
labor, kept her cwn money by Uer for a 
rainy day. She could not earn enough to 
bavft a large bank account, but her bank 
was her own room. She left her money 
with the key ot tus trunk placed in an 
open cup. There was no brotfce:, sao 
thought, who would take her saving. On 
Decoration day she took out $15 to buy a 
dress and a hat, leaving ^-10 in hills i r .>ne 
bill, and perhaps 75 ceirs. In July she 
came back and j,ut in $3 more, nionuy 
that she wanted to s ve. In Octob r of 
the same year she nut f7 m ire into Mie 
pocketbook. 
And Cfcm tniis dav, 1S9U, 
when the family wer-« nsseinnUd in ttiut 
humb'e home she a^ked Itcseto get the 
Key, and in the pre^ciice of he'-m'chsr 
she put $5 more into the pocketbook.

Had he taken the $15 from 
the dead body of Mrs. McCloud would he 
in his senses have gone to Shelburno Falls 
and exhibited it? If he was sober enough 
to smooth down her clothing would he 
have gone down and exhibited tha pro- 
ceeds of his crime? 
On the other hand, if he took the mon- 
ey from his sister, he knew that she would 
forgive him. It may be said to you tiiat 
Mrs. O'Neil and Rose and Minnie are wil- 
ling to live through life hereafter -frith 
perjury in their souls to save tha life of 
their son. But could you look at them 
and believe that that story was concocted

And now, gentleman, in conclusion. In 


behnlf of the unfortunate prisoner nt, tha 
fcar, I beg that you will consider a'l the 
fious and circumstances in thi-j ci»n, and 
give the defendant the leneur, of any rea- 
sonable doubt that may exist in your 
minds. There is in this ca^e no grnve 
question of law, and we have ver/ 'will 
i"<r!y left the statement of tbe law to 
the court.

LABORLEABERSMEET 


Conference at Wheeling to Aid Ter- 


mination of Coal Strike. 


SESSIONS ARE HELD IN SECRET 


Chief Object Is to Close West 


Virginia Mines. 


Wheeling, July 28.—What is declared 


to be tire most important and largest 
gathering of the heads of labor organ- 
izations of America ever held is now in 
seesion in this city. 
It is the conference 


of labor leaders 
called last week by 


President M. D.'Ratchford of the United 
Mine Workers, and approved by Presi- 
dent Gompers of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, of which the miners' or- 
ganization is a part. 
The purpose of 


the conference is to aid in a speedy and 
successful termination of the great coal 
strike. 
Sessions of the conference were 


held during the day and last night, but 
until the night session was held littla 
had been accomplished. 


Samuel Gompers was chosen to pre 


Bid'e, and Secretary Morrison, also of th.. 
Federation of Labor, was made sec- 
retary. 


Chairman Gompers called upon t^t 


miners' representatives to detail the 
situation. 
They were also asked in 


\vhat manner other organizations could 
give their aid. 
President Rachfond ol 


the miners addressed the conference at 
some length, stating the causes thai 
had led to the suspension of work in 
the bituminou'S mines, and presented 
the conditions of the miners who arc 
taking part in the strike. 
He did no! 


propose anything' in the way of recoro* 
mentations as to what the organized 
labor of the country should do in ai*d ol 
the strikers, preferring that that import- 
ant subject be left to the consideration 
of th-e conference. 
An appeal for aid 


\vas made in a general way. 


W. C. Pearse, Patrick Dolan and T. 


L. Lewis also addressed the conference, 
speaking in the same strain. 
In the 


course of their remarks it was brought 
out that Jhe miners believe that the 
hardest fight should be made at the 
Cleveland and Pittaburg Coal company 
(De Armltt's mine), in the Pittsburg 
district. 
This was considered fully as 


important a point as the West Virginia 
district. 


Messrs. Mahon, Kea and Debs, who 


have been at work in the Fairmont disi 
trict; Mr. Askew, who Is fresh from the 
Norfolk and Western territory, and Mr. 
Sovereign addressed the meeting, th'i 
latter speaking at some length. 
The 


conference was held behind closed doors. 


Telegrams pledging financial aid foi 


the miners were received from nearly 
all the heads of organizations that had 
been unable to attend on account at 
the short notice. 
Mr. Morrison says 


that the chief aim of the conference will 
be to effect a suspension of work in West 
Virginia and at the De Arrnjtt mines. 
The conference has not yet come to tha 
point o believing thfat it will be neces- 
sary to ask the firemen, conductors and 
brakemen to refuse to haul AVest Vir- 
Elnia coal. 


The night session of the conference 


opened at 8 o'clock. The special com- 
mittee to devise ways and means to aid 
the miners made its report. The report, 
which was adopted, is an appeal to the 
country to assist the miners. 


The conference adjourned at mid- 


night. It was decided that President 
Gompers should act as a committee of 
one in arranging for sympathetic mass 
meetings all over the country on Aug. 5. 
Officers of the American Federation ol 
Labor were requested to communicate 
with union organizations as to what 
shall be done to further the plan out- 
lined in last night's appeal. Officers of 
the United Mine Workers are to arrange 
the systematic work of 100 labor organ- 
isers in West Virginia, In which state 
and Pennsylvania renewed efforts to 
make the strike general will be made. 
The railway brotherhoods, except the 
engineers, are In hearty sympathy with 
the movement to make the strike effec- 
tive. 


OPERATORS MEET AT PITTSBURG. 


Pittsburg, July 28.—Eighty-nine coal 


companies, located In the Pittsburg dis- 
trict, were represented at the coal opera- 
tors' uniformity meeting here yesterday. 
The operators who ship by river and 
those owning mines in thfe -Westmole- 
land field were not present. 
The river 


operators held a meeting at the coal ex- 
change, and decided to take no part in 
the uniformity movement. 
No atten- 


tion was paid to the call made by tha 
Westmoreland e,pople. 
Very little was 


accomplished at the two sessions. The 
-.ild uniformity agreement, with the new 
clauses inserted, were reported on by 
a. committee at the meeting and the 
agreement will be taken up by clauses 
for discussion. 
Where ch'anges in the 


conditions since J.896 warrant different 
provisions, committees will be appointed 
to draw up clauses that will cover the 
points at issue. 
The only sensational 


incident of the day occurred when Col- 
onel W. P. Rend presented a minority 
report on th« uniformity agreement,, de- 
nouncing the procedure of the meeting in 
severe terms and bolting the conference.

rmldent Balker Says New ICorli Heat- 


ing Was Faoked. 


Boston, July 28.—President Eolker of 


the Massachusetts Benefit Life associa- 
tion has returned to this city from New 
York. 
When questioned concerning tie 


meeting he attended in New York, at 
•which, according to the dispatches, over 
300 members decided to quit the asso- 
ciation, and a transfer to an old line 
company was authorized, President Bol- 
ker said: 


"Th« meeting -was packed and I 


doubt if more than half were policy 
holders'of the Massachusetts Benefit 
Life association. 
There were not more 


than 75 present at the outside, and th'e 
statement of. over 300 is nonsense. These 
outsiders did not attend the meeting 
to calmly and justly consider the wisest 
thing to do or to listen tome. They came 
to make a sensation and to base a 
foundation for a tiroadcast statement 
'that an army of policy holders had de- 
cided to quit in a body. 


"The important features of the meet- 


Ing from the association's standpoint did 
not appear in the dispatches at all. For 
instance, the remarks of Louis Wmd- 
njuller, who Is a prominent New Yorker 
and director of tire company, fully ap- 
plauded by many, but found no place in 
the dispatches. 
Now what are the true 


facts of the meetirg? 
There were 75 


present and of these a goodly number 
had no interest as members of the 
s- 


sachusetts enefit Lite association. 


"About a dozen expressed their will- 


ingness and intention to pay. 
The 


proposition ma de that Louis Windmuller 
of New York receive moneys, conditional 
on the company's pulling through, was 
accepted by many, and this will be done. 
The meeting was called in the Interest 
of people who hope to get a commission 
from an old line company on as many 
members as they can transfer to it, and 
of the New York members the meeting 
did not express Uie sentiments ot 2 per 
cent. 


"The proposition to transfer the mem- 


bprs into an old line company was made 
after I had be«n asked to leave the room, 
and if anything was wanting to prove 
that this meeting was gotten up in 
the interest of those who called it and 
an old line company connection, it was 
clearly shown by this action and th€ 
statements then made that they had 
been In communication with an old Una 
company."
